The  average  for  the  state :  number  half  days  school 
in  session,  352.9 ;  percent  of  attendance,  94.9 ;  number 
tardinesses  per  pupil,0.9. 

With  reference  to  the  foregoing  table,  attention 
is  called  to  the  following  points: 

1.  We  have  five  times  as  many  tardinesses  per 
pupil  as  the  average  for  the  state. 

2.  The  length  of  our  school  year  is  approximately 
one-half  week  shorter  than  that  of  the  average  New 
Hampshire  town. 

3.  Our  attendance  record  in  one  school  (East 
Holderness)  was  especially  fine  last  year,  but  our  other 
schools  were  somewhat  below  the  state  average. 


School  Buildings  and  Equipment 

In  general,  the  Holderness  buildings  are  in  very 
good  repair,  with  satisfactory  light,  heat,  and  toilet 
facilities.  A  great  improvement  has  been  made  since 
last  year  at  East  Holderness,  providing  new  chemical 
toilets,  and  space  for  sink,  coat  hooks,  and  fuel. 
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The  Carr  School,  with  windows  on  both  sides  of 
the  room,  provides  a  cross-lighting  problem  that  is  very 
trying  at  times  to  the  eyes  of  the  children.  This  situ- 
ation could  be  remedied  by  removing  the  windows  on 
the  right  (except  one  or  two  toward  the  back  of  the 
room)  and  installing  more  glass  area  on  the  left.  A 
woodshed  here  is  also  needed,  as  the  present  space  is 
less  than  six  feet  square. 

New  equipment  needed  includes  globes  and  wall 
maps.  Some  of  the  maps  now  in  use  still  picture 
Europe  as  it  was  before  the  World  War. 

Changes  in  Supervisory  Unions 

In  1933,  the  State  Legislature,  by  cutting  the  ap- 
propriation for  state-wide  supervision  of  schools,  made 
necessary  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  superintendents 
employed,  and  a  rearrangement  of  the  school  districts 
in  various  unions  in  such  a  way  as  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  teachers  under  each  superintendent.  Holder- 
ness  is  now  included  with  four  other  districts — Ash- 
land, Meredith,  Center  Harbor  and  New  Hampton. 

Health  and  Physical  Welfare 

The  annual  health  examination  of  pupils  by  Miss 
Nichols,  the  school  nurse,  showed  symptoms  of  defects 
as  follows : 

Enlarged  tonsils  32  cases 

Defective  teeth  46  cases 

Enlarged  glands  20  cases 
Defective  eye  sight  7  cases 

Defective  hearing  1  case 

A  dental  clinic  held  early  in  the  winter  made  pos- 
sible the  correction  of  26  cases  of  defective  teeth. 
Seven  operations  for  diseased  tonsils  have  been  made 
possible  through  the  efforts  of  Miss  Nichols  and  the 
financial  assistance  of  the  Red  Cross  and  Mt.  Liver- 
more  Grange. 

Music  Supervision 

New  Hampshire  has  been  definitely  striving  since 
1919  to  equalize  school  opportunity  for  all  children,  re- 
gardless of  where  they  attend  school.     In  the  matter 
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of  music  education,  the  rural  child  is  still  at  a  great 
disadvantage,  as  he  often  discovers  when  he  tries  to 
join  the  high  school  glee  club  or  chorus  and  finds  him- 
self barred  by  the  fact  that  he  never  learned  to  read 
music. 

This  year  Holderness  has  secured  the  services  of 
Donald  E.  Musgrove  of  Bristol  as  supervisor  of  music. 
He  visits  each  school  weekly,  teaching  the  class  in 
music  and  providing  assignments  to  be  carried  out  be- 
fore his  next  visit.  I  hope  that  this  work  may  be  con- 
tinued during  the  coming  year. 

Teaching  the  Fundamentals 

Whatever  other  worth-while  activities  the  schools 
may  encourage  or  develop  in  our  children,  we  must 
never  lose  sight  of  those  old-fashioned  necessities, — 
reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  spelling  and  English.  To 
aid  in  directing  instruction  in  these  branches,  standard- 
ized tests  are  being  given  from  time  to  time  to  deter- 
mine the  standing  of  each  class  and  individual  as  com- 
pared with  others  in  the  same  grade  elsewhere.  These 
tests  have  another  valuable  function — to  determine  the 
points  of  weakness  in  each  pupil's  preparation,  and 
thus  to  guide  the  teachers  in  providing  and  assigning 
review  and  drill  in  these  fundamental  common 
branches. 

Recommendations  for  1935-1936 

I  wish  to  recommend  (a)  that  the  work  of  the 
school  nurse  and  supervisor  of  music  be  continued  dur- 
ing the  coming  year;  (b)  that  the  windows  at  the  Carr 
school  be  rearranged  and  window  space  increased,  also 
room  for  wood  provided ;  and  (c)  that  new  globes  and 
wall  maps  be  purchased  for  schools  where  wornout  or 
obsolete  ones  are  now  in  use. 

Conclusion 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  here  made  of  the  will- 
ing cooperation  of  parents,  citizens,  and  teachers  who 
have  helped  in  many  ways.  Special  mention  should  be 
made  of  those  who  transported  pupils  to  the  dental 
clinic  and  hospital,  and  of  the  Home  and  Community 
Welfare  Committee  of  Mount  Livermore  Grange,  who 
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are  sponsoring  a  prize  speaking  contest  for  pupils  of 
Grades  7  and  8  in  Holderness.  The  Red  Cross  and 
Grange  have  also  been  mentioned  elsewhere  in  this  re- 
port as  having  contributed  toward  the  expense  of  hos- 
pital care  where  needed.  Let  us  continue  to  work  to- 
gether for  the  good  of  the  children.
